PROVIDENCE, R. I,, Oct. 25.- 
Gov ernor Alfred E. Smith arriv ed in 
this city at 1:05 o’clock this after­ 
noon and was greeted by a huge 
crowd of admirers. 
The gov ernor 
and his party motored here from 
Woonsocket.

25.—Alfred 
E. 
Smith has opened his final driv e 
for the presidency by Hitting back 
at 
Herbert Hoov er, 
who, he de­ 
clares, has described the democrat­ 
ic theory of public ownership and 
public dev elopment as 
“state 
so 
calism” and at the same time used 
words “to conceal rather than con­ 
v ey a meaning.” 
Before a shouting audience that 
packed ev ery foot of the Boston 
arena 
last 
night, 
the 
democratic 
presidental nominee took issue w’ith 
the utterances of his riv al on the 
questions of water pow'er, farm re­ 
lief and prohibition and declared 
the time had come wrhen the need 
of the nation was leadership. 
Today, the nominee turned his 
face toward New* York w'here he 
will arriv e long before nightfall. 
The gov ernor’s ov ernight stay in 
Boston wTas almost one of continu­ 
ous shouting—except for the time 
spent In sleep. 
From the moment 
he arriv ed until after he retired to 
his room at a hotel after the night’s 
speech, he was the center of a 
cheering crowd 
whiph 900 
police 
were unable to hold. 
His address at the arena climax 
ed a full program and was made 
only after the nominee had stopped 
en route at Mechanics and Sym­ 
phony hall to greet for a few min­ 
utes crowds unable to jam into the 
other structure. 
He W'as introduced to the gather­ 
ing, which filled ev ery one of the 
10,000 or more seats and packed all 
av ailable space in the aisles and 
corners, by 
Mrs. 
Francis 
Wilson 
Sayre, daughter of Woodrow Wilson 
who referred to him as the man of 
whom her father once had said: 
“I believ e he feels in an unusual 
degree the impulses and compul­ 
sions of the nation’s and the world’s 
affairs.” 
The standard bearer of the party 
took as the text of his address a 
quotation 
from 
Herbert 
Hoov er’s 
acceptance speech. 
“ ‘We shall use words to con­ 
v ey our meaning, not to hide it',” the 
democrat read. 
He said 
his riv al 
had 
uttered 
these words in August but it was 
not until last Monday night at Mad­ 
ison Square Garden in New York 
City that Mr. Hoov er had “let the 
cat out of the bag.” In that speech 
the nominee added his riv al had 
referred to the democratic theory 
as one of “state socialism.” 
“Well, howr do the members of 
congress feel who v oted 
for the 
dev elopment of Muscle Shoals by 
the gov ernment?” he asked amid 
laughter and applause. 
“Does Mr. Hoov er seriously desire 
the American people to believ e,” he 
went on, “that the application of 
the Jeffersonian theory of state’s 
rights is socialism? 
He does not 
mean that?” 
Referring to prohibition the gov ­ 
ernor said: “If my plan is social­ 
istic, then the present bootlegging 
and hi-jacking and racketerring that 
is going on is anarchy.” 
The 
gov ernor said he had 
been 
called a socialist before and if his 
v iew’s on water pow'er dev elopment 
were socialistic then former 
Presi­ 
dent 
Roosev elt, 
Charles 
Ev ans 
Hughes, Ow'en D. Young and others 
were 
members of the 
socialist 
party. 
He added if his v iews on farm 
relief 
w'ere 
socialistc 
that 
Vice 
President Dawes, Frank O. Low'den, 
former 
gov ernor 
of 
Illinois, 
and 
others must come under the same 
classification and that Senator Char­ 
les Curtis of Kansas, Mr. Hoov er’s 
running mate wras 50 per cent so­ 
cialistic because he had first v oted 
for the McNary-Haugen farm relief 
bill and then v oted to sustain Pres­ 
ident Coolidge’s v eto. 
“No,” the gov ernor said. 
“So­ 
cialism, Mr. Hoov er, is the cry of 
the special interests.”

If the strange light plunging into the sea 
about 15 0 mde.s off Ireland was his Moth 
airplane, he almost succeeded, but it is 
not established that his craft made the 
light. 
MacDonald’s flight was a stunt, nothing 
more. 
Had he crossed the ocean safely 
the science of av iation would not hav e 
been adv anced. 
He was without dev ices 
for making observ ations. 
lie was inv it­ 
ing hazards he should hav e av oided by 
not going on a foolhardy flight. 
MacDonald is nineteenth to peri.sh in 
try ing to cross the Atlantic by airplane. 
Three men hav e made the westward pas­ 
sage of the North Atlantic by airplane, 
narrowly escaping disaster when they 
landed by sheer good fortune on Greenely 
Island. 
Twelv e men 
and 
one woman 
(Amelia Earhart) hav e made the east­ 
ward passage. Commander By rd and his 
three 
companions 
had a close call for 
their liv es on the coast of France. 
Other 
Atlantic crossings hav e been from New 
Foundland to the Azores, including the 
American nav al fly ers and the de Uinedo 
party . 
The army fly ers also crossed from 
Iceland to Greenland. 
International 
authority 
.should 
be 
brought to bear on airmen who wish to 
try to cross the ocean. 
Unless they hav e 
airplanes which on gruelling tests hav e 
shown the ability and the capacity to re­ 
main in flight for a longer time than is 
required to fly between objectiv es, they 
should not be 
permitted 
to risk their 
liv es. 
Ev en with the stoutest airplanes, 
the dangers are great. 
Lindbergh luck is 
not for the many . 
By rd and Chamberlin 
learned this. 
It has been demonstrated that airplanes 
can cross the ocean when conditions are 
not too adv erse and it has been demon­ 
strated thta large airplanes can carry 
great loads. 
Nev ertheless,-it is in defi­ 
ance of death to force an airplane“^ into 
flight with a burden under which it is 
cumbersome.

There were several rifts in Mr. Hoover’s 
rainbow of blessed prosperity which he 
painted as the achievement of seven and 
a half years of republican rule in Wash­ 
ington. 

The coal 
operators and miners are suffering. The 
tex tile mills and their employes are suf­ 
fering.
